A  group  of  51  secretary-treasurers,  assessors  and  others  taking  the 
Certificate  Courses  in  school  and  municipal  administration,  assessment 
and  local  government  accounting  will  be  receiving  certificates  later 
this  year,  according  to  D.  A„  Bancroft,  Assistant  Professor  of  the  Public 
Administration  Division,  Department  of  Extension.  Mr.  Bancroft  re- 
cently released  a  table  summarizing  results  of  the  1962-63  courses . 
Of  the  latest  group,  Mr.  Bancroft  said,  nine  are  now  fourth  year  grad- 
uates, having  successfully  completed  advanced  courses  in  local  gov- 
ernment accounting. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  certificates  have  already  been  presented 
to  238  men  and  women  during  the  past  two  years.  The  new  group 
brings  to  289  the  number  of  certificates  earned  in  the  five  years  since 
the  training  program  was  undertaken,  Mr.  Bancroft  said  municipal 
officials  and  the  University's  Department  of  Extension  are  gratified 
with  the  interest  shown  and  believe  standards  of  public  administration 
in  Alberta  have  benefitted  as  a  result.

Returning  to  business  life  without  contesting  the  1 957  election  , 
Mr.  Prudham  has  served  the  City  of  Edmonton  as  alderman  since  1958  . 
He  was  elected  President  of  the  Union  of  Alberta  Municipalities  in 
1962. 

Second  member  of  the  Provincial-Municipal  Advisory  Com- 
mittee representing  the  Union  is  Mayor  Ross  L.  Ellis  of  High  River.

FORT  MCMURRAY 

.  .  .  AND  HOW  IT  BEGAN 

No  decision  has  been  reached  by  the  Provincial  Planning  Ad- 
visory Board  regarding  an  appi  ication  for  "New  Town"  status  from  Fort 
McMurray.  With  seven  of  the  ten-member  Board  in  attendance  at 
Fort  McMurray  on  May  9,  representations  were  heard  from  officials 
of  the  town,  the  local  chamber  of  commerce  and  several  oil  companies 
interested  in  the  development  of  the  famous  and  fabulous  McMurray 
oil  sands. 

New  townstatus  would  qudlify  Fort  McMurray  to  borrow  large 
sums  required  for  capital  works  installations,  but  will  also  mean  local 
authority  would  be  vested  in  a  board  of  administration  partly  elected 
and  partly  appointed  by  the  Provincial  Government.  The  application 
was  made  in  anticipation  of  tremendous  expansion  of  the  town  and 
surrounding  district  resulting  from  the  development  of  the  sands. 

Colorful  History 

Fort  McMurray  -  variously  described  as  Port  of  the  North,  Door- 
way to  the  Arctic,  Where  Steel  Meets  Keel  -  enjoys  a  colorful  history. 
It  began  about  1788  as  a  fort  and  fur  trading  post  built  by  Peter  Pond. 
A  stone  cairn  on  the  grounds  of  the  present  Peter  Pond  School  bears  a 
plaque  which  tells  part  of  the  story.  "'Cairn  and  tablet  to  commemor- 
ate the  events  connected  with  the  earliest  trade  route  between  east- 
ward and  westward  flowing  waters  which  fol  lowed  the  Clearwoiei  River 
and  the  Methye  Portadie,  discovered  by  Peter  Pond  in  1788  and  used 
continuously  for  more  than  a  century".  (To  Page  7)

FAUM  CHAMBEH  OF  COMMSnCS? 


We've  all  admired  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  put  into  so  many 
varied  ventures  by  local  chambers  of  commerce.  There  is  no  question 
these  organizations  do  splendid  work  and  seldom  get  much  credit  for 
progress  and  development  in  which  they  may  actually  take  a  leading 
part.  Not  to  coin  a  cliche,  many  of  our  urban  centres  are  better  places 
in  which  to  live  .  .  .  because  jroups  of  public-spirited  individuals 
pool  their  efforts  and  roll  up  their  sleeves,  the  better  to  "sell"  their 
city  or  town,  attract  new  industries,  new  enterprises,  new  business 
or  just  new  people. 

This  testimonial  notwithstanding,  we've  never  been  too  impressed 
by  growth  alone;  but  our  point  here  is  to  wonder  why  chambers  of  com- 
merce seem  to  be  almost  if  not  altogether  an  urban  institution.  In  other 
words,  why  don't  rural  communities  have  rural  chambers  of  commerce? 
If  they're  good  for  towns  and  cities,  one  would  think  they  should  be 
equally  good  for  the  more  open  country. 

True,  we  understand  farm  people  do  belong  to  certain  chambers 
of  commerce  functioning  in  their  localities  .  .  .  and  maybe  this  is 
thought  to  fill  the  bill.  We  know  further  that  visits  by  urban  groups 
to  their  country  neighbors  are  invariably  successful,  while  special 
committees  designed  to  promote  interest  in  agricultural  affairs  are 
also  doinga  commendable  job.  But  for  all  this,  of  purely  rural  cham- 
bers of  commerce  organized  to  promote  country  life  and  sell  the  at- 
tractions of  a  rural  district  there  are  none  .  ,  .  at  least  of  which  we've 
heard. 

If  this  indeed  be  true,  it  might  mean  both  pleasure  and  profit  for 
something  to  be  done  about  the  situation.  For  example,  a  group  of 
farm  people  might  be  called  together  and  agree  to  meet  for  dinner 
once  or  twice  a  month  at  the  homes  of  members  or  in  a  nearby  town. 
We're  fumbling,  but  such  a  group  might  sponsor  plans  for  rural  park- 
land development  and  tree  planting,  name-plates  for  farm  gates,  prop- 
agation of  farm  orchards,  the  improvement  of  farmer-hunter  relations  . 
Such  a  rural  organization  could  provide  effective  liaison  between  its 
members  and  nearby  townsfolk  and  might  even  presume  to  advise  local 
authorities,  its  members  might  cause  to  be  prepared  brochures  des- 
cribing the  amenities  and  services  of  which  they  may  be  justly  proud. 
Or  they  could  hold  local  competitions  for  the  best  flower  garden,  the 
biggest  melons,  the  cleanest  farmyard  and  the  greatest  contribution  to 
farm  life  made  by  a  member. 

The  list  of  course  is  endless  butone  more  project  might  be  annual 
visits  to  nearby  cities  so  that  urban  chambers  of  commerce  involved 
might  return  the  hospitality  extended  to  them  in  the  past. 

Under  any  name,  a  rural  chamber  of  commerce  might  conceiv- 
ably devise  some  means  by  which  the  present  shift  of  farm  population 
to  the  brighter  lights  of  the  city  might  be  counteracted  or  even  rever- 
sed.   And  what  a  project  that  would  be!  •

various  problems  that  arose  during  the  past  year's  assessment  program  . 
Next  day  the  convention  began  gathering  steam  as  the  Association 
met  in  the  Northern  Jubilee  Auditorium.  Mr.  Mills  welcomed  dele- 
gates and  introduced  a  number  of  associates  including  those  coming 
from  Vancouver  in  the  west  to  Ottawa  in  the  east.  Topics  coming  under 
discussion  included  the  publication  of  The  Assessor's  Forum  and  the 
amalgamation  of  the  two  assessor  associations  now  operating  within  the 
Province. 

The  keynote  address  was  delivered  by  Hon.  A.  J.  Hooke,  Min- 
ister of  Municipal  Affairs,  who  commented  on  Alberta's  progress  in  the 
field  of  assessment  and  taxation.

I      TRUCK  INTO  AN  EFFICIENT  FIRE-FIGHTING  UNIT  

In  the  foothills  town  of  High  Riverone  frosty  morning  last  Jan- 
uary, the  fire  siren  sounded  its  call  and  members  of  the  volunteer  fire 
brigade  stopped  in  the  middle  of  their  everyday  tasks  and  hurried  to 
their  place  of  duty.  As  usual  a  small  crowd  gathered  to  watch  the 
proceedings,  but  this  time  they  were  surprised  to  see  not  one  but  two 
brightred  fire  trucks  wheel  quickly  out  of  the  fireball.  If  anyone  re- 
marked about  "new  machinery,  more  taxes",  the  firemen  were  too  busy 
at  the  time  to  explain  just  how  the  second  unit  was  financed.  They 
might  have  said  it  had  little  to  do  with  taxes,  but  plenty  to  do  with 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  local  fire  brigade. 

Probably  proudest  of  all  was  Fire  Chief  Bill  House,  who  rode 
with  the  newest  red  truck  as  it  dashed  down  the  street.  Bill  House 
joined  the  fire  brigade  25  years  ago  and  has  been  fighting  fires  when 
the  need  arose  ever  since.  He  could  explain  how  No.  2  truck  came 
about;  how  for  over  a  year  his  men  gave  their  time  and  money  so  that 
High  River  should  not  again  be  in  the  position  of  having  one  truck  to 
answer  fire  alarms  in  two  different  places.  He  will  explain  how  the 
3  ton  truck  was  donated  by  the  Town  with  the  understanding  that  this 
would  be  their  only  expense  and  that  from  that  point  on  it  was  up  to 
the  firemen  themselves  to  make  the  1957  chassis  into  a  fire  truck. 

Fire  Chief  House  is  also  Town  Foreman,  and  because  he  recog- 
nizes the  importance  of  statistics,  he  recorded  the  man  hours  going 
into  the  making  of  the  truck.  The  total  come  to  1132  man  hours,  all 
donated  by  busy  men  after  hours  with  a  working  crew  of  five  or  six 
volunteers.  That  and  some  $1300  raised  by  the  men  from  various  ven- 
tures which  they  organized  and  carried  out. 

^       THE  HEART  OF  THE  TRUCK  '

The  500  gallon  tank  itself  was  formed  at  Perry  Industries,  with 
veteran  fire  fighter  Oliver  Perry  himself  doing  the  welding,  assisted 
by  Harry  Baines,  who  also  did  most  of  the  frame  work  as  his  donation  . 
Chief  House  did  the  finishing  on  the  platform  handrail  of  the  pump, 
and  the  truck  chassis  was  painted  by  Allen  Kemery. 

Perhaps  the  heart  of  any  fire  truck  is  the  pump.  High  River's  new 
unitsportsa  Godiva  pump  powered  by  a  Coventry  Climax  4  cycle 
engine.  This  pump  is  capable  of  handling  five  1  1/2  inch  hoses  and 
has  a  maximum  capacity  of  750  gallons  per  minute.  Pumping  from  the 
tank,  the  unit  is  invaluable  for  rural  fire  fighting  where  the  supply  of 
water  is  limited,  and  where  water  is  available  in  a  river  or  creek,  the 
pump  can  be  dismounted  in  30  seconds  and  carried  to  the  source  of 
supply  by  two  to  four  men. 

In  addition  to  the  tank  and  the  pump,  the  truck  is  equipped  with 
racks  for  1000  feet  of  2  1/2  hose  and  500  feet  of  1  1/2  inch  hose  . 
Equipment  also  includes  a  24  foot  ladder,  a  16  foot  ladder,  2  gasmasks, 
five  helmets,  5  coats  and  5  pairs  of  boots. 

Dedicationon  the  part  of  volunteer  firemen  seems  to  be  a  trad- 
ition in  High  River.  Projects  like  their  new  truck  have  been  success- 
fully carried  on  for  well  over  half  a  century.  In  the  past,  fires  were 
caused  by  hotashes,  brooder  stoves  and  sawdust  boxes,  and  while  these 
are  no  longer  the  fire  hazards  they  were  once,  fire  can  still  strike  any- 
where and  at  anytime.  In  keeping  with  the  times,  last  year  Fire  Chief 
House  and  his  volunteer  fire  brigade  directed  a  course  in  civil  defence. 

So  much  for  last  year.  This  year  the  Brigade  wants  to  procure 
a  resuscltator  as  a  vital  part  of  their  equipment.  In  the  light  of  past 
successes,  one  has  the  feeling  that  1963  will  see  this  mission  accom- 
plished. To  this  end  it  may  not  be  too  surprising  if  someday  this  summer 
a  High  River  housewife  should  answer  the  door  to  hear  a  volunteer 
fireman  ask,  "May  I  mow  your  lawn,  ma'am?  We're  raising  money 
for  a  very  worthy  project.  "  •

FORT  McMURRAY 


and  HOW  IT  BFGAN 


(From  Page  1) 

Peter  Pond,  an  employee  of  the  old  North  West  Company,  was 
the  first  white  man  to  travel  on  any  river  flowing  west  in  the  northern 
port  of  North  America.  After  making  the  twelve-mile  portage  he 
came  down  the  Clearwater  to  its  confluence  with  the  Athabasca  and 
there  he  built  his  fort,  calling  it  "Fort  of  the  Forks".  In  1840  a  small- 
pox epidemic  decimated  the  Indian  population  so  that  the  Fort  was 
abandoned.  Almost  thirty  years  later.  Factor  H.  J.  Moberlyofthe 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  built  a  new  post  and  named  it  Fort  McMurray 
after  Chief  Inspecting  Factor  Wil  I  iam  McMurray.  The  resulting  settle  - 
ment  continued  to  serve  as  a  navigation  terminal  and  distributing  cen- 
tre. On  May  6,  1947,  169  years  after  its  founding,  the  settlement 
was  incorporated  OS  a  village.  The  total  area,  now  containing  three 
settlements,  was  proclaimed  a  town  on  December  29,  1948,  Its  name 
was  officially  changed  back  to  Fort  McMurray  on  June  1,  1962. 

Planner's  Report 

In  November,  W.  McL.  Mackay,  area  planning  officer,  of  the 
Town  and  Rural  Planning  Branch,  visited  Fort  McMurray  and  reported 
in  part  as  follows: 

Today,  Fort  McMurray  has  o  population  of  1200.  Some230miles 
northeast  of  Edmonton,  the  town  is  bounded  on  the  west,  north,  and 
east  side  by  the  rivers  and  on  south  by  steep  slopes  rising  300  feet  a- 
bove  the  vol  ley  floor.  Although  the  areawithin  the  municipal  bound- 
ary is  1666  acres,  only  a  small  port  of  this  is  developed. 

As  there  is  no  highway  into  Fort  McMurray,  access  to  the  town 
is  gained  by  rail  and  air.  Goods  are  carried  mainly  by  the  eastern 
branch  of  the  Northern  Alberta  Railway  while  daily  air  service  links 
the  town  to  Edmonton.  The  passenger  fare  by  air  is  about  twice  the 
cost  of  the  rail  fare.  The  railway  station  is  in  Waterways  and  the  air- 
port is  about  7  miles  south-east  of  the  town. 
The  Existing  Development 

Development  of  Fort  McMurray  is  split  into  three  parts.  At  the 
west  end  of  the  town  area  is  McMurray  with  about  50  per  cent  of  the 
total  population,  while  at  the  east  end  is  Waterways  with  about  30  per 
cent  of  the  population  and  in  the  center  is  the  "Prairie"  with  the  re- 
maining 20  percent,  McMurray  is  the  original  settlement  first  estab- 
lished in  the  late  18th  Century.  In  the  early  1920's  the  railway  was 
constructed  to  Waterways  which  caused  that  settlement  to  develop  and 
later  an  extension  of  the  railway  to  the  "Prairie"  resulted  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  dock  faciiitiesat  that  point.  The  hotel,  bank,  most  of 
the  stores,  the  hospital  and  the  schools  are  located  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  town. 

The  main  function  of  the  town  is  to  serve  as  a  port  and  transfer 
center  between  Edmonton  and  the  settlements  of  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tories which  can  be  reached  by  water.  Goods  arrive  by  rail  at  the 
"Prairie"  and  are  transferred  via  warehouse  to  barges  for  shipment  north. 
As  operations  cannot  be  carried  out  during  the  winter,  the  work  is 
seasonal,  lasting  usually  from  April  to  October.  In  addition  to  the 
main  warehouses  there  are  separate  facil  ities  for  the  transferof  sulphur 
and  oil  in  bulk.  There  is  also  a  fish  packing  station  in  Waterways  where 
the  fish  caught  in  northern  waters  are  packed  forshipment  south,  and 
there  is  some  timber  storage,  timber  being  brought  south  and  transferred 
to  railway  transportation. 

About  twenty  miles  north  of  town  there  is  an  experimental  oil 
plant.  There  is  also  some  possibility  that  the  area  could  become  the 
center  of  a  tourist  industry  although  present  inaccessibil  ity  limits  this. 
Work  is  very  seasonal  in  nature  and  most  of  the  people  employed  are 
brought  in  during  the  work  season  by  the  operators.  They  are  mainly 
housed  in  a  separate  camp  with  self-contained  catering  services.  The 
effect  of  such  employment,  therefore,  is  not  so  great  as  might  be  ex- 
pected. •

Presentation  of  assessment  certificates  to  successful  candidates 
came  next,  with  congratulations  being  extended  by  Dr.  Walter  Johns, 
President  of  the  University  of  Alberta;  Duncan  Campbell,  Director 
of  Extension;  and  Assistant  Professor  E.  Briard,  Faculty  of  Political 
Economy.  D.  A.  Bancroft,  Assistant  Professor  with  the  Extension  De- 
partment's Public  Administration  Division,  was  given  an  ovation  for 
his  contribution  to  the  assessment  and  administration  courses, 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  a  panel  discussion  on  avariety 
of  assessment  problems.  Moderator  of  the  panel  was  A,  Larson,  Leth- 
bridge  City  Assessor;  while  members  were  George  Hughes,  Private 
Assessor;  Rudy  Kotkas,  Assessor,  Municipal  District  of  Lethbridge,  Peter 

Klompas  and  S.  M.  Scott,  both  staff  members  of  the  Department  of 
Municipal  Affairs. 

An  address  byC.  Roy  Compston,  Manager,  Alberta  section  of 
the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association,  proved  most  enlightening, 
presenting  as  it  did  the  viewpoint  of  the  manufacturer  relative  to  as- 
sessment and  taxation. 

George  Simpson,  Municipal  Grants  Division,  Ottawa,  cleared 

up  several  points  for  the  delegates  during  his  discourse  on  Federal 

Grants,  while  ideas  from  the  Pacific  coast  on  assessment  procedures 

and  standards  were  outi  ined  by  James  Mark  I  e,  A.  A,  I  ,C . ,  of  Kelowna  . 

Mr.  Markle  stressed  that  the  benchmark  for  British  Columbia  was  the 

relating  of  assessments  to  actual  value  of  property. 

FRIDAY  MORNING 

Al  Nicholson,  representing  the  Canadian  Petroleum  Associa- 
tion, Friday  morning  outl  ined  some  of  the  provisions  in  municipal  le- 
gislation which  in  his  view  seemed  somewhat  discriminatory  against 
the  oil  industry.  Ken  Yost,  Assistant  Tax  Commissioner,  C.N.R,  , 
was  next  on  the  dais.  His  discourse  on  railroad  property  assessments 
had  members  wondering  about  equity. 

Thesecond  panel  of  the  conference  discussed  Assessor  Education 
quantity  and  quality  of  courses  now  being  offered.  Moderator  chair- 
man was  D.  A,  Bancroft  while  panel  members  were  J.  Bodman  and  J  . 
G.  Peever,  DMA;  A.  J.  Barnett,  City  of  Calgary;  andC.  Cote  , 
County  of  Sturgeon. 

Murray  Nason,  Plant  Division  Manager,  and  T.  Megan,  Chief 
Estimator  of  McNamara  Construction  presented  interesting  talks  about 
cost  estimating  and  the  cost  approach  to  value. 

URBAN  AND  RURAL  WORKSHOPS 

Fol  lowing  luncheon,  the  conference  divided  into  urban  and  rural 
workshops.  The  urban  section  heard  briefs  by  R.  A.  Reid,  City  of 
Edmonton,  on  shopping  centres;  Lyie  Dunsmore,  DMA,  on  an  approach 
to  industrial  assessments;  and  J.  D.  Aldridge,  City  of  Calgary,  on 
private  swimming  pools.  This  was  followed  by  a  question  and  answer 
period  relating  to  assessment  problems  in  the  urban  field. 

At  the  rural  workshop  a  display  of  grasses  common  to  Alberta 
was  shown,  with  Ken  Spread,  DMA,  presenting  a  comprehensive  il- 
lustrated narration  of  soil  profiles  in  Alberta.  Various  aspects  of  pas - 
tureond  grazing  schedules  in  the  Alberta  Assessment  Manual  were  out- 
lined next  by  Henry  Gerlock,  DMA,  with  a  general  discussion  period 
winding  up  the  afternoon.  (P,  P.C)
